Mr. Gibson departed on the midnight 

rattler back to his duties in the Chi- 

i office, with elated spirits over the 

prospects, while his wife, who 

vith him, remained in the 



Church Built From One Tree 



In Santa Rosa, California, there is 
a Baptist church, which will seat 400 
people, built entirely from timber 
sawn from one redwood tree. 
Everything used in the construction 
of this church was furnished by this 
one tree, with the exception of the 
necessary glass and hardware. The 
spire is 100 feet high, and there is a 
pastor's study 12 by 20 feet, as well 
as a vestibule, toilet room and parlor 
seating 100 people. This church is 
60 feet wide by 100 feet long, and cost 
$5,000. 

Only two-thirds of the tree was 
needed ior the necessary lumber. 
After the roof was finished it was 
found thatthere were 60, 000 shingles 
left over. 

A sister tree to the one from 
which this church was constructed 
furnished employment for many 
months to two men in reducing it 
to shingl'
